applied to varying conditions under which this colour 
sense is defective, or wholly absent. 

Extensive technical knowledge is by no means 
necessary in order to understand the intricate process 
by which we are enabled to distinguish colours. An 
acquaintance with the elementary principles of photo- 
graphy will suffice. 

In the retina of the eye there is certain aperr 4 
sensitive matter called “the visual substance,” whic 
corresponds with the sensitive plate in a camera. 

This is acted upon by waves of light when they 
reach it through the pupil in a similar manner to 
the chemically sensitive plate, when light reaches it 
throtgh the lenses of the camera. 

The “visual substance” of the retina appears to 
consist of three colour-perceiving elements, one for 
red, another for green, and a third for blue (or violet). 
These are the primary colour elements, other colour 
sensations being produced by their action in varying 
combinations,

Light waves reflected from coloured bodies are un- 
equal in length, but cach primary colour element is 
capable of selecting the waves which correspond with 
its receiving capacity, and this fact is the explanatory 

to colour perception. 

either of the elements is defective, that par- 
ticular element is rendered incapable of being stimu- 
lated even by light waves of the currect length, and 
the person is unable to distinguish the colour with 
which that element corresponds. 

The “visual substance” in such a case being to 
that extent ‘imperfect, its owner cannot identify the 
colour because hig eye does not receive the light 
waves which the particular object transmits.
